SONUS LITTERARUM 
I. VOCALIUM 

As a language is but a chain of sounds, and letters are but signs of these 
sounds, they must be uttered, espedally in Latin, vérydearly and distinctly. 

A vowel, sometimes alone, sometimes with anotlier vowel, morefrequent- 
ly with one or more consonants, makes a syllable. A syllable, which is 
formed by ^ico vowels, iscalled a diphthmg (diphthongus), as: aut, haud, 
cM, sm, &c., which in English speiling would sound : out, howd, keh-oo 
(but contracted into one sound), seh-oo. 

A vowel, consequently a syllable, is either short or long. By this we 
mean, that it takes shorter or longer time to pronounce it, but this does not 
affect the sound of the letters, as it does In English. Whether short or long, 
a Isa, e is e, i is i, &c., we only stretch the same sound, as if addìng one or 
two additlonal vowels of the same kirkl, thus : a, short ; oa, long ; e, short, 
ee^ long. ExampUsfor the wovels : papà (a, a) ; again {e, e) ; quinme (keenin, 
f, i) ; trombone (o, 6) ; iuW moon («, ù), ¥oxy and unaccented u we bave no 
exampies in English, the student must be referred to French and German. 
Latin Sylva, sillaba, Sylla, Sibylla, hyems, and lubet, qusSMmus, opt«mus 
(in old speliing), and ali other words of this kind, are pronounced so far as 
ihejf and the marked ws are concerned, with French «, or German ù.

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PALyESTRA 

We do not mark the qnantity (shortness, longness) of the syllables, because : 

ist, it has absolutely no hearing upon speech and upon prose. 

2nd, its sole domain is in poetry (prosody). 

3rd, it cannot he forced under cast iron rules. 

4th, much of it is controverted, and not agreed upon by the Romans 
themselves. 

5th, since it is unsettled, it becomesthe source of useless vexation, pedan- 
try, an unjustìfiable drudge for teachers and students alike, not to speak of 
the unseemly appearance it gives to our school-books. 

II. CONSONATIUM

Of these /, w, «, r, are called liquids, h aspirant, s sibilant, ali the others 
mutes. A' is a doublé consonant. 

ACCENTUS 

This word means something like J^-singing a word, as ali speech is more 
or less a song. 

As a general rule, the stress, or accent, in Latin lìes on the syllable 
before the last, as in English piano, A vowel before another being short, like 
in nouns ending in io, the accent shifts to the next backward, as: na'tio. 
Whenever such change occurs, we shall mark the accented vowel, as : hù- 
milis. In long words there may be two accents, as : recónci liatiónibus. 
— Accent is usually on a long vowel, but not always. In quassivimus, ac- 
cent is on long j, d^dimus, patina, it rests on a short vowel. Nearly 
every new syllable attached to a word shifts the accent forward or back- 
ward, as : hwmilis, humilitas, humìlitate, humilitat*que. The two unaccen- 
syllables (endings) qw and ne draw the accent upon the next precedìng 
syllable, as; honiìnùmque, hab^t»/?; but their are exceptions. We shall 
endeavor to mark the accent on each new word and on new endings, unti] 
they become familiar. Hearing and practice will be the best teachers.

AH Latin nouns are either mascuiine, feminìne, or neuter. 
The gender of the nouns In most cases is indicated by thelr endings. 
Nouns endlng in us are generally (not always) mascuiine (m.), those in a are 
feminine (f.), and um indlcates neuter (n.) gender. Circulus, accordingly, 
is m.; linea, f., while punctum, quadratum, and pensum are neuter.

GRAMMATICA. 

Any form in which a noun, an adjective or pronoun may occor is called a 
casus (falUng), a case. The first, or common, forms of the nouns and ad- 
jectivcs we have seen, were linea, circuUis, pensi^; longa, magiufs, and 
prìmffifi'Jnplural: Ilne«, circuii, pensa, etc« This casus is called Casus 
Nomtnatnust a naming fall, or in grammatical language : the Nominative 
Case, be it singular or plural. 

Thereare several such cases, each expressed by nulings, i. e. by a syllable 
or two attached to the stem of the word leaving off ali other endings. Thus : 
Line-, circuì-, pens* ; the Nominative endings are a, «5, um ; pi,, a, r, a. 

The new endings we bave bere introduced are : am, «m, m, plur. as, os, #5.

This^j5tf5i$ called the Casus tAccusaiivus, or charging, accusing case, 
Accusative. In what do they differ? How are they used? Their namesfair- 
\y explain it. The naming case simpiy names a thing : candela, baculus, quad- 
raium; bacult» est \ong^s, quadrattim non est rotundum. The cbargmg case 
has two principal applications : 15/, when a certain class of prepositions, 
like sup0r, infra, intir, ùsxta, etc. occur in a sentehce, the noun, adjective, . 
pronoun, to which they refer, will stand in the charging, Accusative, case. 
Then : iuxta mensam ; sella est ùUìt àuas fenestro^ et unam iànuam. So in 
English :i he is between me and her ; we shall not say, he is between I and 
she ; he is nomlnativei me and her accusative. 2nd ; after everjf verb wbich is 
transitive^ i.e. which admits an obfect. Example : Isleep, will not take an ob< 
ject, as I cannot ask *' What do I sleep? " and answer *' I sleep the bed ". 
JBut I can say : he (Nomin., sub^'ect) charges me, Whom charges he? melHt 
accuses a man. {Me, and man, are the obfects of the transitive verbs to charge, 
to accuse ; hence the name Accusative, for me and man are in the accusative 
case. 

Such transitive verbs are /K;d, sing.,/j«iiif/, plur.; habet, singi, kaheni, 
plur. Whenever they occur, the nouns, adjectives and pronouns,to which 
they refer, will always stand in Accusative, whether in sing. or in plur.;

GRAMMATICA. 

A new case is sic^v, cultrt, rotarum, duorum, etc. It is called the Casus 
GifiittDus, or the generating fall, the Genitive case. It expresses the relation 
which exists between a source and a river, the sun and ìts rays, a fathei^ 
andhisson. Grammarians cali it the ^oss^ssrp^ case, but it is more. Its 
nearest English equivalent is the so called Teutonic, or Saxon Genitive, as : 
the father*s son. The English 0/ is not a true Genitive, but an Ablative. 
Thus : " the son of the father," is equivalent to the French de^ from Latin 
de, and has the power of Latin a, db. 

The Genitive is the chief characteristic of every Latin noun. It is the 
Genitive ending by which we group and dassify àie nouns, not the Nom- 
inative. Por an exampie : baculM, ao» , and iati», ali end in m, yet their 
Genitives being diiferent, they will not beiong to the same group. 

17 
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When do weuse Genitive? There are at least a dozen rulcs and distlnc- 
tions governing this question ; but the following ruie will comprise ali of 
them, hence, bear in mind once for ail : When two nouns occur In a sentence 
conntctid, one of them will always be in Genitive, the other may be in any 
case ; 2i%:pes and mensa, one of them clearly owns the other, therefore, pes 
mens^, mucro cultn', iatus trianguir, or, in plur.: pedes mensjr«m, mucrones 
oxWxorum^ latera.trianguiorum. 

AH the nouns we have heretofore heard naturally divide themselves into 
the following five groups, ali dependinoj on the Genitive.

This marking in most cases will soon be urinecessary, as the student will 
readlly know by the endings to what dedension the noun must belong.

GRAMMATICA. 

A new case Is Casus Ahlatwus, the takmg away case, or Ablative. As Its 
name indicates, this case means moving away, opposite to approaching. 
A word, standing in this case, by itself, without any preposition, ofPers 
meanings iike off, away, with, by, at, in Engllsh. 

Ablative, then is used, ist with prepositions, likem, a, (ab), e, de, 2nd, 
independently, that is, without prepositions. The seemmg dìfficulty, then, is 
to know when to use the one, when the other. We shall leam this as we go 
along. Now, some verbs will readily suggest both, preposition and case, 
Iike jscendit, d^endit. The former is a contraction of oJ-scendit; thenjf 
we know that ad means to, i, $, approaching, we may guess at Acc. and 
say: ascendit ccelstm, ascendit turr^m, or, ascendit ad caminum. But if other 
direction is meant, another prepos., must be used, as : ascendit in coela. D$ 
however will always govem an Abl., ^^endit d$ coela. 

The first positio$ rule for an Abl. without a prepos. is furnished by th^sen- 
tences ** Sol surgit hord sexti matutina," " Hor^ duodècima est mericfles, " 
\iOxa sexts, etc.^ bere are Ablatives without a prepos. ; and they are called 
the AbU of Tvm, or more properly the Ablativi of dati. So we say tempora 
diurno, t. nocturMo, di/, noct^, interdi», noctu, di#-noctiique. 

The regular Abl. of dies and nox are di/, noct^, but when the idea of night 
timé, day time, day-and-night are to be expressed, we say as above. 

Prlmum, secundum, decimum, etc, differ from unum, duo, tria, decem, etc, 
just the same way as the English first, second, tenth, etc, differ 
from one, ttoo, thru, tm etc. ; the first are called Ordinai Numerals, the 
second Cardinal (hinge) Numerals, When we say *' six o'ciock, " we do 
not mean six hours, but the sixtk hour from midnight or noon. As Latin 
is very precise, it requires that we say no more, no less, but what we mean. 
Accoidingly we say nora stxta, sìxth hour, i2th hour, etc. But this is in 
Nom, Should we speak of an event as taking or having taken place at a 
certain time (hour, day, week, month, year), tAbl, is used, as : sol medile 
Tiocte non lucete 

Other relations are expressed by prepositions ; as : Sol nunquam est m 
Sepjtemtrione, oritur in Oriente, occidit m Occidente, stat autem bora duo- 
dècima meridiana m merìdie. Quando (when?) est sol m horizonte ? Quando 
descendit de coelo ? 

Vespera has also another form, vesper, is. III., m., and this Is usually used 
In Abl.; Quid fit vesperf? What happensin the evening? Vesperì dles 
désinit nox vero incipit. 
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AnU-^nuridim and òast-nuridùm remain unchanged, but we may turn them 
into adjectives and say : Tèmpore ante«meridlaifa ; T. post-meridiano, or 
pomeridiano.

GRAMMATICA. 

OF THE VERB. 

It is ali important that we acquire, at the outset a clear and distinct 
knowledge of the principles upon which the mechanism of the verbs rest. 

As we bave gatherd a number of verbs in the foregoing iessons, we must 
learn how to group and how to handle them. 

We bave made a generai division of the verbs, calling one class iransitm 
(through going), the other intransitivi (not through going).Our examples were 
"to accuse" for the former, **to sleej)'^ for the iatter. Here we shall deal with 
the transitive class, and for iliustration of what we wish to say use the verb 
io wash, 

When I say ** ! wash," a transitive verb, three things are implied : ist, 
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/, f, e., my persoti, who does the washing ; 2nd^ the action, or doing, and 3^. 
the ihmg I wash. I agi the doer, that is, the subject of the verb ; the thit^ I 
wash is the object of the verb ; the action, washing, is the^ verb itself . Let 
the sentence be : / wash my hands ; /is the subject of the sentence, hands is the 
object, wash ìsiht predicati. In an ordinary Latin sentence thisorder of the 
parts of sentence should be always kept for a rule. 

The verb in the above sentence is acttve, 1. e., doing, t)ecause the subject 
(I) is the doer, / am washing, not another, and my doing acts upon what I 
wash (the object, my bands). But *' thou mayest wash tby hands," and also 
** he (she, it) may wash his (her, its) hands." " /" is the first person, 
** thou *' is the second person, ** he, " " she, " or " it," is the thìid person. 
Whichever acts, is the subject, 

Now, i say : ** I am getting washed ;" bere the subject is entìrely exduded, 
for we do not state who does the washing ; no person is mentioned, the verb 
is impersonai^ and the object alone comes into conslderation. ì, consequently. 
is not the subject but the object, because I do not act, but suffer the action 
of some unnamed person ; the action is lool<ed upon from my side, what my 
part is in the washing. I suffer the washing. Suff ering in Latin is called passio, 
hence this suff ering expressed by the verb gives it the name of passvoe verb 
and the whole system of it *' Passvoe Voice," while the above one is called 
" Active Voice " or " Doing Voice ". 

The siubject is always in tlie Nom., the object in the Acc, but in thty4cttve 
voice alone. In the Passive voice the object is in Nom. 

Active sentence in English : The borse moves the wagon 

Subj, Act. Verb. Object 

Active sentence in Latin : Equus movet currum 

Subj. Act. Verb. Object. 

Passive sentence in English : The wagon is moved by the borse 

Object. Passive Verb. Agent.

Properly speaking there is no Passive Voice in English corresponding to 
Latin. The English passive is periphrastic, i.e., circumlocutory, that is, com- 
pounded from the perf . participle and an auxlliary, or helping verb, therefore 
it only answers similar periphrastic forms in Latin. VVhen we say ** the 
wagon is mov«/" it is nothing more than Latin ** currus est motf«," while 
currus movetur means a different thing. The English form '' the wagon is 
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hemg mov4d" will come nearcr to the Latin, but the best rendering of it is 
in active form " they move," '* he moves," &c. 

But I may also say ** I wash myself,'* ** i move myseif." In this case 
boTh subject and object are the same. This form may be called the reflsxm, 
or middle verh, \vhich, in English, is expressed partiy asthe above, partly by 
simple Active Voice, as : the wheel moves, the planets move, without reference 
to time ; otherwise, with the participle is, are, were, have, been moving ; in 
Latin we use the passive form: rota movetwr , pianeta rotantwr, or, equus s$ 
movet, sol sese movet. 

The verb movere, is used in this lesson : 
ist, as an active transitive verb : aqua movet rotam ; 

2d, as a passive verb : rota movetur ab aqua ; 
3d, as a middie verb : pleneta non stat, sed movetwr, and 
also by circumlocution : sol sese movet. 

Both the Active and Passive Voices comprise certain frames, which we 
cali Moods, i; e., manners, modes ; for much depends on how we utter a 
verb. There is certain ly a great difference between saying, " I am sieepy " 
and **get out ! " The former way of expressing is caiied the ** Indicative 
Mood," the latter " Imperative, " or bidding mode. Besides these two there 
are two more, the Infinitive and Suhjunctive. These are mutilated names from 
originai Latin, Modus Inflnittts, Modus Imperativus, Modus Indicativus, and Mo- 
dus Coniunctivus, The two latter contain six tenses, f, e., times, to wit : Now 
time (present), haif-done time (imperfect), done time; (perfect) more-than- 
done-time (pluperfect), to come-time (future) and the shall-have-been-do ne 
(future perfect) time. In Latin: Tempus Prassens, T.Praeteritum Imperfectum, 
T. P. Perfectum, T.P. Plus-quam-perfectum, T. Futurum Simplex, T. Futu- 
rum Exactum. Each tense has two numbers, singular and plural, and three 
persons in each, the ist, the 2nd, and the 3d: /, thou, he (she, H),we,jfou, they, 

It is the Infinitive Mood by which we ciassify the Latin verbs.

Latin. In the above example, however, the English would say correctly, 
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" they joìn (hitch) the borse to the waffon." The Dative case is the reverse 
of the Ablative, i. *., nearing, approaching, to. 

Bear in mind: Many transitive verbs bave two objects, dinct and 
indiuct. In the above exampie harst is the direni object, to the wagon is the 
indirect object. Datm is the case of the indinct object, Accus., that of 
the direct object.

DE NOMINIBUS ADIECTIVIS.— OF THE ADJECTIVES. 

Nom^H adiuUvurn—^^ di noun that' can be thrown to another," shòrtened 
into '* Adiectivum," is a part of speech, which expresses the shape, sìze, 
color or quaiity of a thing, Iike: magnus, parvus, latus; or, in English: 
large, smali, sound, blue, good, &c. The name of a thing is the noun ; the 
quaiity of it is the adjective. No matter where the thing may be, it has its 
qualities aiways along ; therefore, no matter where a noun Is, the adjective

will also be thtrt, folhwmg the noun, seìdom going before it, excepting: 
when the adj. is more important than the noun itself. This is the naturai 
order, since the thmg is more important than \ts qualìtùs. It is the noun that 
bears the gender, the case and the number. In tngiish we say : the large^ 
wheel, the ^ borse ; in Latin : rota magna, eauus magnus ; yet there are in- 



stances of similar construction in English, like: times ìmmemoriaU body 
poUtic, &c. The stress lies aiways on the adjective. An adj. will precede 
a noun, when the quality is in question, nottne thing ; as : Qui equus est 
in stabulo ? Parvus equus est ibi ! In most cases, however, the emphasis 
alone answers the question, and the naturai order is foiiowed. 

Whìle adjectives follow their nouns and j^^^withthem in gender, num- 
ber and case, they do noi follow them in declenston, There are five declen- 
sions for the nouns, but adjectives can only belong to the first thru; none 
belongs to the IV. and V. The noun mav belong to the V., the adj. to the 
III., as: dùs (V) brevis (HI), or nox (III) o/xi^a (I)» (^(»nus (IV.) parva (1) ; 
currus (IV) latus (II,); pénsurH(U,) breve (III.), «e. For adjectives also 
hàve their groups, and they follow their own declensions.

The easlest way to know an adjective apart from a noun or a verb is ta 
compare them thus : long, long#f , long^s^ We cannot say : a body, a bodier, 
a bodj^5^ Fior, waik, waik^, walk/5/ ; the former being a noun, the latter a 
verb. When we are satisfied that the word is an adjective, like latge, in it& 
first form, it is said to be In thtposHrve degree ; larg^ is thought to be on a 
higher degree (or step), and is caiied comparative degree ; ìengest is the thlrd,. 
the highest or superlative degree.

An advefbmm (adverb) is a part of speech by which we answer to the 
ouestion howì Most English adverbs end in (f, as slow/v, proper(^, late(f, 
&c. As is seen, most of them are formed from adjectlves. An adverb is 
easily formed in Latin. The general ruie is : Omit m, a, um (in positive 
and superlative), attach an # instead, and you have an adverb ; example : 
long^, far ; ìongisstnu, very far. Por comparative we tal<e the muter of the 
comparative of the adjective, and have the f ollowlng 3cheme :

Some adjectlves do not take ali degrecs nor, for some cause, direct com- 
parison, aaverbs are used as auxiliaries, iike in English. For example : 
more competent, instead of competente: more accurate, for accurate ; 
most gracious, for gradousest. So in Latin. Instead of tenuior^ we say : 
magis tènnis, màxime ténuis, to avoid the many vowels in tenùior; longe 
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màxìmus, by far the biggest. Some will not take degrees, because they 
are naturally superlatives, as, for e/ample, we can not say **deader," 
"dcadest;** just as little can we say: mor^ infinite, mosi infinite. Nor will 
its adverb infiniUly^ Latin n^niU, admit infìnittor , infinitùstmiis, nor even 
magis infinitus, but only the positive, mfimU maius. 

Comparing adjectives is done thus ; 

Comparing in the positive is effected by joining the things compared by 
tam—qmm; ex.: Fanum est tam magnum quam paiatium ; negative : Casa 
non est tam alta quam turris. 

In the comparative : Casa est humilior quam turris ; qxiam alone is the 
joining partide. 

But mark well : quam is very often omitUd^ in which event the second 
part of comparison is put into Ahlathe^ as ; casa est humilior turr^ ; temo 
est crassior baculo. Quam is mostly used when both nouns belong to the 
I. declension, whe^e Nom. and Abl. are alike. Ex? lanua est iatior fenes- 
tra, is ambiguous, at least in wrìting ; in pronouncing we lay stress on the 
Abl., fenestri. To avold ambiguity we say : ianua est Iatior quam fenestra, 
both in Nom. 

The superlative in most cases means only very ; ex.: pianeta est corpus 
maximum^ means only a very large body. 

The superlative is used muchlike in English and other languages : ist, 
wlth Genitive, as, ** Linea T) est trt^m iìnear^m longissima." *' lupiter est 
omntfim planetartim maximus. 2nd, with preposition inter, as : ** B mter tres 
lineas est brevissima. " '' Mercurius est m/^ planetas minimus.'* In Eng- 
lish e *' Jupiter is the largest 0/ ali planets;'' ''Mercury is the smallest 
amimg ali planets. "

GRAMMATICA. 

DE NOMINIBUS NUMERALIBUS. 

We introduce two dasses of numerals here, ttie Cardlnals and the Ordi- 
nals. The first kind denotes simple quaniily, the second indlcates the order, 
succession or the piace of a unit or quantity in a series of units from the be- 
ginning. Examples : one, tìve, twenty, are quantitìes ; first, fifth, twen- 
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tt^i are the {^laces these numerals, or what they quaiify, hold in a row, 
<ountìng from the first Domus dutm, ten houses ; dwim dficima% Is but one 
house, but the Utah in a row. 

Ali of these numerals are adjectives. The Ordinals are regular «s , a, um 
klnd and are declined as such. Among the Cardfnals the first three, umts, 
^, um, duo, dua, duo and tres, irta take endlngs, the rest are undedinable. 

When any numerai stands for a noun, t. /., when it has no noun to foilow 
in gender, it is tmUer, as in counting : unum, duo, irta, primum^ sicundum, 
iirtnm, &c. 

Unum is also used in piural wi^ plural nouns, as una castra, a single 
camp ; mm Romam, the Romans alone. It is declined thus :

In the Ordinals the same ruies prevali, only, we say more frcquently 
tertium decmum , quartum dicmum, than decmum & tirtium, &c. 

The Cardinals bave no plurals, but nouns, or adjectives, which they 
quaiify, must foilow in piural, as : quatuorfenestror, centum cas^. Centum 
has no plural excepting when compounded with other numerals, as : ducm- 
/firn, when it loses its singular, and is declined like any othef adjective: 
ducenti, se, a ; -orum, arum, orum, &c., so ali the rest until mille. 

Mille is a neuter noun, therefore, whenever it is to quaiify a noun, this noun 
will stand in Genitive, as : mille pedimi. But it can also be used as an 
adjective, when its plural form is mUU (noun form in pi. is millÀs), 
as nulU equi, 
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If a decllnable numerai comes between the noun mille and the noun it 
qualifies, no Genitive will be govemed, as : fabricse ist» habent plures 
quam duo millia & quingentos rotis.

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GRAMMATICA. 

Tht names of the months are adjectìves, but they are uscd, for the most 
part, as nouns. 

Serial things are expressed by the ordinai numerals. Such serrate are the 
hours (the mìnutes and seconds are not), days and years. When we say 
in English, * it is tkree o*clock,' we roean that ìt is three strokes of the dock, 
or beli, indicating the third hour. Likevise, speaking of years we raean the 
eighteen-hundred-and-nìnety-sMrfA year, though we say ** nincty-six." The 
days we say properly : \\ìt first of Jaiiuary, thefif^A of August. In Latin this 
principle is very strictly enforced. Consequently we say : Prlmus lanuarif , 
millesimi octingentesimt nonagesìrot & sextt; ut,, ali are ordinals. But 
if that number of years is meant, just like in English, we would use the 
cardinals. 

According to the above we ask: Quota hora est? Answer: Est tertia.

When a numerai signifies a date, that is, a minute, an hour, a day, a 
year, o», at, or in which a thing takes place, will be joined with Ablatlve ; 
this is called the Ahlatif>e of tim. In the sentence, Sol surgit kora s$xta 
matutini» , the three last words are in Ablative. The same way , die-noctuque, 
hodie, homo (this year), astate, vere, hyeme &c., are Ablative$.«*There- 
fore, if we wish to say, in summer, m winter, ai fiveo'clock, on Frìday, last 
year, next year, &c., these words are simply put into Abl. (sing,, or pt.) 
withaiit any pTéposition ; thus : Hyern^, sestat^, hora quinti, di^ Venerìs, anno 
superior# (or, elapso), anno futuro, mens# proxiiDo (next), &c.; «cpl«; Hoc

As we mark the 
suplnum of every verb, there wilI be no ditficuity to iind and employ it.
